Moliere's  writings  reveal 
some  of  the  not  so  sunny  as- 
pects of  life  under  Louis  IV. 
His  play  Tartuffe  is  an  ex- 
cellent commentary  on  the  in- 
creasing hypocrisy,  asceticism 
and  avarice  that  were  replac- 
ing the  noble  quality  of  moder- 
ation  in   men's  attitudes. 

In  its  presentation  of  Tar- 
tuffe last  week  the  FSC  Drama 
Club  under  the  competent  di- 
rection of  Eugene  Cassasa,  ef- 
fectively conveyed  the  ridicul- 
ing social  satire  of  Moliere's 
pen. 

Rocco  Piccolomini  as  the  un- 
suspecting Orgon.  artistically 
displayed  his  ability  to  inter- 
pret the  multifaceted  role. 
With  humorous  facial  expres- 
sions and  body  movements, 
Rocco  successfully  portrayed 
emotions  that  ranged  from 
over  zealous  concern  to  out- 
rageous anger. 

Lori  Brodeur  as  the  vibrant 
saucy  and  sassy  maid,  Dorine. 
was  the  perfect  complement 
to  Orgon*s  irrationality.  Her 
domestic     domination     of     the 


household  resulted  in  a  comic 
battle    of    wills    with    Orgon 
that  kept  the  audience  happily  j 
laughing. 

Gary  Dauer  characterized 
the  amatory  and  greedy  hypo- 
crite Tartuffe,  with  a  convinc- 
ing realism. 

Elmire.  Cleante  and  Mariane 
as  acted  by  Anne  Courtney. 
David  Iannaccone  and  Lynn 
Dudley  respectively,  were  fine 
support  to  the  major  char- 
acters. They  carried  their 
roles  of  logical  and  moderate 
individuals  with  a  poise  and 
familiarity  that  befit  the  at- 
titude and  character  of  the 
17th  century  social  climber.

Our  Society  fs  Becoming  Unstuck 


Malcolm  E.  Peabody,  Jr., 
candidate  for  the  Third  Mas- 
sachusetts District  congression- 
al seat,  addressed  the  college 
community  at  inauguration 
ceremonies  yesterday.  The 
top'.c  of  his  speech  was  "Poli- 
tics  Is   Where   the   Action   Is." 

Mr.  Peabody,  brother  of 
former  governor  Endicott  Pea- 
body. offered  his  assessment 
of  the  national  woes  via  a  re- 
cent press  release.  -'These  are 
sad  and  bewildering  days  for 
our  country.  The  number  and 
scope  of  crises  America  faces 
exceed  any  within  past  mem- 
ory." "In  foreign  affairs."  he 
continued,  "we  confront  the 
single  greatest  crises  since 
WWII;  in  Vietnam,  we  are  be- 
ing strangled  by  a  war  we  are 


not  winning."  The  country. 
Mr.  Peabody  stated,  is 
estranged  and  isolated  from 
traditional  allies  and  is  fight- 
ing for  a  country  and  a  peo- 
ple who  will  not  fight  them- 
selves. 

Concerning  the  national 
scene,  he  noted,  "Here  a* 
home,  the  greatest  fiscal 
.  crisis  since  the  early  '30's 
j  threatens  the  businessman's 
profit  and  the  workingman's 
paycheck."  Mr.  Peabody  went 
;  on  to  state  that  "in  addition 
tc  .the  fiscal  dilemma  we  are 
faced  with  the  greatest  crisis 
in  urban  and  rural  poverty 
since  the  depression;  the  great- 
est racial  crisis  since  the  Civil 
War  and  that  it  appears  as 
though  our  society  has  become 
unstuck."

White  Colleges 
Negro  Hirings 
May  Bring  Upset 

Ann  Arbor,  Mich.  (LP.)  — 
"Racial  integration  of  the 
traditionally  white  schools 
may  eventually  threaten  the 
Negro  college  with  intellectual 
segregation,"  warns  University 
of  Michigan  Professor  Rudolph 
B.   Schmerl. 

An  English  instructor  in  the 
University's  College  of  En- 
gineering, Schmerl  spent  the 
1966-67  school  year  teaching 
at  predominently  Negro  Tuske- 
gee  Institute  as  a  part  of  the 
Tuskegee-Michigan  exchange 
program. 

A  growing  social  awareness 
among  the  predominantly 
white  universities  had  led  them 
to  active  recruiting  of  top 
Negro  students  and  staff  mem- 
bers. Such  efforts  are  com- 
mendable, Schmerl  says.  But

"I  welcome  all  citizens  here 
this  afternoon  to  the  first  of 
what  will  be  a  traditional  pro- 
gram in  the  years  to  come. 
With  the  exception  of  our  dis- 
tinguished guests,  we  are  all 
citizens  in  this  academic  com- 
munity end  we  all  have  im- 
portant functions  to  fulfill  on 
this  campus. 

"The     Student     Government 
Association       Council      should 
properly  play  a  very  important 
role  within  the  framework  of 
our  community.  This  afternoon 
I  would  L'ke  to  outline  for  you 
what  I  believe  to  be  the  posi- 
tion   of    the    Student    Govern- 
ment Council  within  the  larger 
'\  context   of  our  academic  com- 
i  muhity.     As  much  as  possible, 
<  I   will   also   attempt  to  present" 
|  sorf.e  illustration  of  the  direc- 


tion which  Student  Govern- 
ment will  be  taking  in  order 
to  live  up  to  its  responsibility. 

"Let  us  quickly  examine  the 
broad  outline  of  our  commun- 
ity. Fitchburg  State,  like 
Gaul,  is  divided  into  four 
parts;  Those  citizens  whose 
responsibilities  include  the  ad- 
ministering of  community 
policies;  those  citizens  of  the 
college  community  whose 
primary  task  is  academic; 
these  citizens  whose  main  goal 
is  to  receive  a  college  edu- 
cation; vand  those  people  who 
maintain  and  service  our 
campus. 

"The  largest  and  most  im- 
portant group  of  citizens  on 
cimpus  is  the  student  body. 
We  are  most  important  because 
the  community  exists  for  our 
benefit.     It  is  our  task  to  use 


our  opportunities  well  and  .to 
develop  ourselves  to  a  degree 
commensurate  with  our  per- 
sonal goals. 

"We  as  students  have  other 
responsibilities  because  we  are 
citizens  in  this  community. 
These  responsibilities  which 
extend  beyond  our  functions 
as  students,  necessitate  that  we 
become  involved  in  the  affairs 
of  our  college.  The  best  way 
the  most  effective — is  involve- 
ment through  the  Student  Gov- 
ernment Association. 

"What  is  the  Student  Gov- 
ernment Association?  Is  it  a 
student's  union?  Is  it  a  toy 
comparable  to  an  overgrown 
civics  class?  It  is  neither  of 
these   things. 

"The  Student  Government 
Association  is  the  student  body.

A  concerted  effort 
on  the  part  of  the  new  council  to  adhere  to  the  guidelines 
presented  yesterday  will  be  an  important  step  toward  gain- 
ing student  respect. 

Our  council  has  begun  on  an  encouraging  note  with  an 
impressive  ceremony.  Our  president  has  proposed  action 
coupled  with  moderation.  All  that  is  needed  to  bring  the 
light  of  progress  to  student  affairs  is  our  continued  expression 
of  support  for  our  student  council.

Are  We  Next! 


North  Adams  State  College  has  joined  five  of  its  sister 
state  colleges  in  adopting  a  new  dress  code  which  leaves  the 
choice  of  dress  almost  entirely  to  the  students  and  their  gov- 
erning body. 

This  administrative  approval  demonstrates  that  the  stu- 
dents of  NASC  are  considered  to  be  "ladies  and  gentlemen, 
most  of  whom  are  preparing  to  take  their  place  in  society  in 
the  teaching  profession.  It  is  expected  that  they  will  dress 
appropriately."   (NASCOT:  April  5) 

President  Andrew  Flagg  gave  a  vote  of  confidence  to 
the  NASC  student  council  by  stating  that  the  responsibility  of 
censuring  those  students  who  do  not  dress  "appropriately" 
rests  with  them. 

Are  we  considered  ladies  and  gentlemen  capable  of  mak- 
ing responsible  decisions?  Does  our  SGA  have  any  voice  in 
student  affairs?  We,  like  the  students  of  North  Adams,  are 
capable  of  effecting  campus  change. 


Durham,  N.  H.  —  An  inter- 
state agreement  which  allows 
Massachusetts  students  to  en- 
roll in  any  of  30  public  two- 
year  colleges  throughout  New 
England  was  announced  today 
by  Alan  D.  Ferguson,  Director 
of  the  New  England  Board  of 
Higher  Education. 

The  addition  of  two-year 
public  colleges  and  institutes 
to  the  New  England  Regional 
Student  Program,  which  for 
10  years  has  permitted  and 
encouraged  interstate  enroll- 
ment among  the  six  state  uni- 
versities, creates  the  first  re- 
gional student  exchang  pro- 
gram at  this  level  in  the  na- 
tion. 

Massachusetts  can  benefit 
greatly  from  this  program, 
Ferguson  stated.  The  state's 
12  public  community  colleges 
are  growing  rapidly  and  al- 
ready offer  37  associate  de- 
gree programs.  However,  Mas- 
sachusetts residents  who  wish 
to  study  in  other  tfields  not 
presently  available  at  these 
colleges  now  can  choose  from 
23  additional  study  programs 
at  public  out-of-state  institut- 
tions. 

A  bonus  feature  of  the  pro- 
gram is  that  when  accepted  in 
an  out-of-state  junior  college 
or  technical  institute,  a  region- 
al student  has  the  same  tuition 
advantage  as  ia  resident  and 
will  pay  the  lower  in-state 
tuition  of  the  accepting  school. 

Residents  of  Massachusetts 
may  enroll  as  regional  stu- 
dents  under   three   conditions: 

First,  the  college  must  be 
one  of  the  30  state  supported 
schools  participating  in  the 
program  and  the  student  must 
meet  the  admission  require- 
ments of  that  school.  Member 
schools,  in  addition  to  Massa- 
chusetts' 12  community  col- 
leges, include  Connecticut's 
eight  community  colleges  and 
four  technical  colleges,  New 
Hampshire's  three  vocational 
institutes  and  one  technical  in- 
stitute, Rhode  Island  Junior 
College  and  Vermont  Technic- 
al College. 

Second,  when  a  study  pro- 
gram is  not  offered  at  any  o<£ 
the  12  Massachusetts'  public 
comimunity  colleges,  a  resident 
may  enroll  as  a  regional  stu- 
dent at  a  participating  out-of- 
state  school  which  offers  the 
desired   study    program. 

Third,  if  a  participating  out- 
of-state  school  is  closer  to  a 
student's  home  than  one  of  the 
Massachusetts  schools,  he  may 
enroll  at  the  out-of-state 
school   as  a  regional  students. 

Ferguson  indicated  that  this 
new  access  to  public  educa- 
tional facilities  will  be  most 
useful  to  residents  otfi  state 
boundary  areas.  It  will  make 
more  efficient  use  of  the  re- 
gion's higher  education  facil- 
ities, he  continued,  and  should 
spur  New  England's  lagging 
development  of  public  two- 
year  colleges. 

The  program  is  on  a  three- 
year  trial  basis  and  each  state 
has  agreed  to  provide  places 
for  a  prearranged  number  of 
regional  students.  The  1968 
quota  will  allow  about  450 
students  initially  to  be  en- 
rolled.

policy  evolution  has  not  kept 
pace  with  our  acadsmic  and 
population  growth.  We  are 
suffering  from  growing  pains. 
To  solve  them  we  need  a  new 
attitude. 

"I  believe  there  is  consider- 
able discontent  among  our 
students.  This  attitude  has 
developed  from  less  than  satis- 
factory interaction  between 
members  of  the  student  body 
and  administration  and  the 
faculty.  Specifically  the  stu- 
dent has  felt  himself  helpless 
and  without  voice  in  the  con- 
duct of  student  affairs.  In  the 
minds  of  too  many,  the  un- 
fortunate characterization  ex- 
ists which  portrays  students 
as  the  good  guys  and  admin- 
istrators as  the  bad  guys.  This 
is  a  gross  oversimplification 
which  has  resulted  from  poor 
communication,  misinterpreta- 
tion of  intent,  and  unhappy 
confrontation. 

"We  need  to  trust  each  other 
and  we  need  to  work  together. 
With  this  in  mind  I  use  this 
occasion  to  call  for  a  "New 
Day"  at  Fitchburg  State.  Let 
this  "New  Day"  be  character- 
ized by  a  healthy  respect  for 
each  other.

they  threaten  the  Negro  col- 
leges, which  cannot  hope  to 
compete  in  scholarships,  salar- 
ies and  resources  with  the 
wealthier   schools. 

This  is  one  of  the  forces  ad- 
ding to  what  Schemerl  calls 
"the  double  life  of  the  Negro 
institution." 

Many  government  educa- 
tional programs,  although  help- 
ful, also  add  to  this  duality 
because  they  do  not  consider 
the  special  circumstances  of 
the  Negro  college,  he  notes. 

For  example,  he  contends 
that  matching  funds  require- 
ments which  may  be  appro- 
priate for  institutions  assured 


of  local  support  or  of  thelu 
alumni's  ability  to  make  ma- 
jor contributions,  often  pre- 
clude the  Negro  college's 
eligibility. 

Schmerl  says  these  forces 
sharpen  the  schizophrenia  ill 
Negro  institutions  which  stems 
from  the  generations  -  old 
conflict   between: 

— An  urgent  need  for  pro- 
viding the  type  of  educational 
environment  in  which  Negro 
students  can  reach  their  real 
potential;  1 

— An  equally  great  need  to 
be  a  "college  among  colleges," 
a  need  for  professional  self- 
awareness,  a  need  to  show  that 
"excellence   has   no    color." 

"The  Negro  college  has  no 
distinct  idealogy,  no  separate 
professional  function,  no 
centuries-old  tradition  from 
which  to  draw  inspiration, 
and  no  clear  future  toward 
which  to  aim,"  he  adds. 

Schmerl  notes  that  more 
than  half  of  the  nation's  Ne- 
gro students  are  attending  120 
predominantly  Negro  institu- 
tions whiich  will  probably  con- 
tinue to  graduate  the  largest 
share  of  Negro  college  students 
in  the  next  few  years. 

The  quality  of  their  educa- 
tion as  well  as  the  numbers 
graduated  will  be  "one  of  the 
^determinants  in  our  nation's 
efforts  to  dissociate  disad- 
vantage from  race5"  he  pre- 
dicts.
